Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Where applicant acts as his or her own lexicographer to specifically define a term of a 
claim contrary to its ordinary meaning, the written description must clearly redefine the claim 
term and set forth the uncommon definition so as to put one reasonably skilled in the art on 
notice that the applicant intended to so redefine that claim term. Process Control Corp. v. 
HydReclaim Corp., 190 F.3d 1350, 1357, 52 USPQ2d 1029, 1033 (Fed. Cir. 1999). The term 
"hoop" in claim 2 is used by the claim to include "a lead strip" as noted in the specification, 
while the accepted meaning is "is a circular figure." The term is indefinite because the 
specification does not clearly redefine the term.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 10/103 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 



The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that 
the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary 
skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the 
invention was made. 

Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by, OR in the 
alternative being unpatentable over Mishina et al. (US 5,800,939). 

The instant claims are to a prismatic battery comprising an electrode group formed from 
battery electrode plates of a positive electrode and a negative electrode laminated alternately 
with a separator interposed there between; and a prismatic battery case for housing said electrode 
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group, at least one of the battery electrode plates being manufactured by a method comprising: 
an active material impregnation step for impregnating an entire porous core substrate shaped like 
a thin plate with an active material; a pressing step for performing press working on said active 
material impregnated core substrate to form a plurality of rail shaped protrusions; an active 
material removal step for removing the active material to form core substrate exposed sections 
by applying ultrasonic vibrations to said rail shaped protrusions; a core substrate exposed section 
compression step for compressing said core substrate exposed sections; a lead welding step for 
seam welding a lead hoop to said core substrate exposed sections and a cutting step for cutting 
predetermined sections including said core substrate exposed sections to form a battery electrode 
plate. Claim 1 cites a lead hoop in the process. It is noted that the lead hoop is described as a 
strip in the detailed description and is not an actual hoop by standard definition. 

MPEP 2113 states, "Even though product-by-process claims are limited by and defined 
by the process, determination of patentability is based on the product itself. The patentability of 
a product does not depend on its method of production. If the product in the product-by-process 
claim is the same as or obvious from a product of the prior art, the claim is unpatentable even 
though the prior product was made by a different process." 

The reference teaches a prismatic battery comprising an electrode group formed from 
battery electrode plates of a positive electrode and a negative electrode laminated alternately 
with a separator interposed there between (col. 40, lines 5-62, for example and figures 15-18.) A 
lead is welded/connected to the electrode. The positive and negative electrodes include these 
elements. MPEP 2113 states, "Even though product-by-process claims are limited by and 
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defined by the process, determination of patentability is based on the product itself. Thus, the 
claims are anticipated. 

As the claims include a different method, the claims are further rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
103(a). The prior art does not teach the same method of making the electrode as claimed, 
however the claims are to a product. MPEP 2113 states, "Even though product-by-process 
claims are limited by and defined by the process, determination of patentability is based on the 
product itself. The patentability of a product does not depend on its method of production. If the 
product in the product-by-process claim is the same as or obvious from a product of the prior art, 
the claim is unpatentable even though the prior product was made by a different process."
